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4, The beveller of claim 3, wherein a portion of the blade edge first rotates past 
the counter-knife to cut a portion of the carpet pile adjacent a base of the carpet 
fet first. 



10. A beveller for a carpet comprising: 

(a) a rotatable blade having a cutting edge moveable about a first axis of rotation, 
the cutting edge bemg differentially radially spaced from the axis of rotation and 
tracing as it rotates a cutting boundary radially spaced firom the axis of rotation^ 
and 

(b) a counter-knife having a cutting edge conforming radially to the shape of the 
rotating blade and placed so as to come into adjacent cutting relation at a point or 
points equidistant form frona the cutting boundary traced by the rotating blade. 
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[OlOO] Bcvdlcr assembly 20 may be iissed lo bevel most 
types of carpel, inchiding commercially available carpet 
pieces* However^ ibe extent lo which a carpet piece may be 
bevelled often depeod$ oa (he depth of the caxpei pile. A 
deeper pile provides more carpet material to be CUL For 
example, caipcts havii^ Onc-qoaner lQcb» half indi or one 
inch piles may be bevelled. As will be well known by one 
skiUcd in the art, the physical chaiacteristjcs of some types 
of carpet may make them difSciilc to beveL For example, if 
the tu^ of a cat]7el do not have suiSldeoi density and/or 
sti^ess, then the tufts may become miisaUgned after cnnii^, 
distorting ihe bevelled edge of the caipei. Nevenbeless, 
many caipei types, even those havlog less than ideal char* 
aaerisdcs, may be bevelled, at least to some cxteot. 

[0101] Numerous Doodlficaiioiis, vahations» and adapta- 
tions may be made lo the pardcular emt)odimenls of ihe 
invention described above without departing from the scope 
of the inveniioo, which is defined in the following claims. 

What is daixned is; 

1. Abevellcr for a carpet, the beveller comprising: 

a roiatable blade for cutting material, ihe bUde being 
mounted about an axi.^ of rouiion and having an edge 
which is non-linear radially; 

a counter-knife having an edge moimted adjacent to the 
blade; and 

wherein the CQmsier-knife edge generally conforms to a 
profile of the blade edge lo permit the blade edge lo 
pas$ sdjacent the counter-koifiE: edge, as the blade 
rotates, to $he2r material placed between the blade edge 
add the countcr-knifc edge. 

2. The beveller of claim 1, wherein the counter-knife edge 
and blade edge fomj an acute cutting angle there between 
when the blade is rotated rebtive lo the counter-knife, the 
apex of the acute cutting aiigle moving ilong the connter- 
Imife edge as the blade is rotated to shear material placed 
a«ijacem ibc apex. 

3. The bevellcr of claim 1, in which the blade edge is 
located along the surface of an imaginary cytiodcr foimed 
by the zoiaiion of the cutting edge, so thai the cutting edge 
of the rotanng blade passes the cutting edge of ttie counter- 
knife in sueoBi>$ion when the rotating blade is turned. 
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4. The bevdlcr of claim 3. whcidn a ponion of the blade 
edge first rotates pasi the Qovnter-lmi£B to cut apaition of the 
carpet pile adjacent a base of ibe cacpouftstf^ if^f' 

5. The beveller of claim 1. wfaeiein the cotmter-knile edge 
is panllcl to ihe axis of rotation. 

6. The beveller of claim 1, wherein the blade edge has at 
least one curved portion. 

7 The beveller of claim 1, the blade edge funber com- 
prising B portion for deanmg an edge of the carpet and the 
cotmter-kni& fonbcr comprising an edge that generally 
conforms to a profile of the cleaning pordoo of die blade 
edge. 

8. Ibe bevbller of claim 1, wherein the blade edge has at 
least one straight poztion. 

9. The beveDer of claim 1, wherein the blade edge has at 
least one cu^d portion. 

10. A beveller for a carpel compiling: 

(a) a rotatablc blade having a cutting edge moveable about 
a first axis of roiaiioo, the cutting edge being diiZbten- 
lially radially ^accd from the a»s of rotation and 
tracing a$ it rotates a cmdng boundary radially spaced 
from the axis of rotan'on; and 

(b) a counter-knife liaving a cuttiog edge conforming 
radially to the sbape of lh& rotating blade and placed so 
as to LX>mc into adjaccm cutting relation at a point or 
points eqiiidr.sTftni4pn3T the cutting boundary traced by 
the rotating blade. A__ c«'»V 

11. The beveller in claim 10 wherein the counter-knife and 
rouiable blade come into cutiiog relation sequemially axi- 
ally as the rotaxable blade traces the cutting boundary. 

12. The beveller in claim 10 wherein the ooimier-knife 
and the cutting edge of the rotauble blade arc oriented in 
TW5pccl of a carpet edgp so that they come into culling 
relation to cut the carpet edge at a point sequentially from a 
base of the caipct to &ce ends of tuG5s of the caipct. 

13. The bcvcllcr in claim 10 wherein the blade is shaped 
so that it traces a cutting boundary which cuts a first portion 
which is substaDiially perpendicular to the plane of the 
carpel base and a second portion which is at an ai^e mlaiive 
to the plane of the carpel base. 
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2. Tbe beveller of claim 1, wherein the coimter-kniie edge and blade edge fonn an acute 
cutting angle fteiebetwera vAim the blade is rotated relative to the counter-knife, tbe apeK of the 
acute cutting angle moving along the coimter-fcnife edge a$ the blade is rotated to shear material 
placed adjacent the '^x. 

3. The beveller of claim 1, in which the blade edge is located along the siirfece of an 
hnaginary cylinder fonned by the rotation of the cutting edge, so that the cutting edge of the 
rotating blade passes the cutting edge of the counter-knife in succession when the rotating blade 
is turned. 

4. The beveller of claims, wherein aportion of the blade edge fiist rotates past the counter- 
knife to cut a portion of the caipet pile adjacent a base of the carpet first 

5. The beveller of claim 1 , herein the counter-knife edge is parallel to the axis of rotation. 

6. The beveller of claim 1, wherein the blade edge has at least one curved portion. 

7. The beveller of claim 1, the blade edge further comprising a portion for cleanmg an edge 
of the caipet and the counter-knife further comprising an edge that generally confbmis to a 
profile of the cleaning portion of the blade edge. 

8. The beveller of claim 1 . wdierein the blade edge has at least one strai^t portion. 

9. The beveller of claim I, wherein the blade edge has at least one cusped portion. 

10. A beveller for a caipet comprising: 

(a) a rotatable blade having a cutting edge moveable about a first axis of rotation, the 
cutting edge being dififeientially radially spaced from the axis of rotation and 
tiacing as it rotates a cutting boundary radially spaced from the axis of rotation; 
and 
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(b) a couDCter-knife having a cutting edge eonibnning radially to the of the 

rotating blade and placed so as to come into adjacent cutting leldtioxi at a point or 
points equidistant finom the cutting boundary traced by the rotating blade. 

1 1. The beveller in clnm 10 v^erein the counter-knife and rotalable blade come into cutting 
relation sequentially axially as the xotatable blade iiaces the cutting boundary. 

12. The beveller in claim 10 wherein the counter-knife and the cutting edge of the rotatable 
blade are oriented in respect of a carpet edge so that they come into cutting relation to cut the 
carpet edge at a point sequentially from a base of the carpet to £ree ends of tu^ of the carpet 

13. The beveller in claim 1 0 wherein the blade is shaped so that it traces a cutting boundary 
which cuts a first portion v^ch is substantially perpendicular to the plane of the carpet base and 
a second portion which is at an angle relative to the plane of the carpet base. 
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
